STATEMENT OF STATUS/SUPPORT FOR ALL CHANGES TO THE CLAIMS 

PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 1.173(C). 

Dear Examiner: 

Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner review and approve pending Claims 1-20 
submitted in the Preliminary Amendment filed concurrently herewith. 

Applicant desires to correct an error in the patent which was made without any deceptive 
intention. As a result of the error, the patent is deemed wholly or partly inoperative by reason of the 
patentee claiming less than he had a right to claim in the patent. In particular, the patentee failed to 
claim all of the different devices that can be used for capturing fog generated by the fogging nozzle 
which is not received on the skin of the person situated within the coating chamber. Instead, the 
patentee only claimed at least one filter for capturing fog generated by the fogging nozzle which is 
not received on the skin of the person situated within the coating chamber. The Applicant desires to 
correct this error in the patent by amending Claim 1 to include the limitation of means for capturing

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fog generated by the fogging nozzle which is not received on the skin of the person situated within 
the coating chamber. The different means and their equivalents considered within the scope of the 
amended Claim 1 include (for example): (1) filter 19 and fan 18 as shown in FIGURES 5 and 6 of the 
patent; (2) fan that can vent the spray residuals to the outside environment as described in col. 10, 
lines 63-64 of the patent; (3) filter 116 and fluid powered cylinder 118 as shown in FIGURE 13 and 
described in col. 17, lines 4-15 in the patent; (4) filter 146 and exhaust fan 148 as shown in FIGURE 

14 and described in col. 17, lines 48-51 in the patent; (5) filter 142 and fan 140 as shown in, FIGURE 

15 of the patent; and (6) a disposal system including a drain can be used to, remove the spray residuals 
from the coating chamber as described in column 12, lines 47-55. 

In addition, Applicant has amended the limitation of "at least one fan for directing a flow of 
air...." in Claim 1 to recite "at least one fan for causing a flow of air....". This amendment was made 
to correct an antecedent error such that the claimed language "at least one fan for causing a flow of 
air...." now corresponds with the following language "....entrainment in the air flow caused by the 
fan...." later in the claim (see col. 18, line 43 in the patent). 

Applicant respectfully requests consideration and allowance of pending Claims 1-20. Should 
it facilitate allowance of the reissue patent application, the Examiner is invited to telephone the 
undersigned attorney.
